I have been informed that there is a need at the County Court and 
Appellate Division for lawyers willing to accept assignments as counsel 
for indigent defendants. In the absence of any Public Defender system, 
this vacuum presents an important social problem which it is incumbent 
upon the bar and upon Bar Associations to assist the Court in meeting. 
The problem has been referred to our Committees on the County Court, 
Criminal Law & Procedure, and Legal Aid for joint consideration and 
recommendation. Pending this, members of this Association have an 
opportunity to contribute a fine public service by volunteering for such 
assignments. If those who wish to do so will notify the Association office, 
I shall be glad to see that the Court is informed.

You have all received notice from the Association of the impending 
hearings on the proposed revision of the Civil Practice Act to be con- 
sidered at the ensuing session of the Legislature. Few subjects could 
be of more practical importance to the lawyer in his daily work. I urge 
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all members of the Association to give the proposed changes serious 
thought and let us have your views and suggestions in writing, so that 
the Committee on Civil Practice and Procedure, which is giving careful 
study to the matter, may transmit your views, along with its own 
conclusions and those of other members of the Association, to the proper 
authorities, and at the same time have the benefit of your expressions 
in its own deliberations.

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Postscript to the Meeting

The word is spreading that under the inspired chairmanship of 


James B. Donovan, programs at our regular meetings are very much 
worth while. 


Witness our last meeting when literally hundreds of our members 
came and were engrossed in the discussion of settlements of personal 
injury actions. 

On the panel, Alfred S. Julien, Former President of National 
Association of Claimants Attorneys (N.A.C.C.A.) spoke from the plain- 
tiff’s point of view. 

Francis Van Orman, Executive Vice President of American Insurance 
Group gave the defendants’ angle. 


James B. Donovan acted as moderator. He gave us some graphic 
figures to illustrate the importance of personal injury cases in the lawyer’s 
economy. Insurance premiums covering such claims exceed five billion 
dollars annually. A study by the New York State Bar indicated that 
if these actions were to be withdrawn from lawyers 70% of all law firms 
(excluding Wall Street firms) would have to go out of business. 


It was interesting to learn that 68 out of every 100 claims are 
paid without recourse to lawyers and that out of each 100 claims, only 
one will be tried to conclusion. 


The discussion of this subject was so important because, as Mr. 
Julian pointed out, the technique of settlements is not taught, has little 
literature and does not receive the attention it deserves. 


The speakers agreed that all too frequently the young or inexperienced 
lawyer over-evaluates his unimportant cases and under-values the im- 
portant ones. 


The speakers tackled the problem in depth without overlooking the 
specific problems such as—when to take up settlement—who makes the 
first call—where to discuss it—the psychology of settlements—even such 


seemingly unimportant matter as how to dress appropriately at such 
conferences. : 


This short report can not possibly cover all of the points made 
nor do justice to their masterly presentation. The thing to do is to come 
personally and hear our speakers with your own ears.

We feel that there should be recorded on the pages of the Barrister 
the following extracts from the minutes of the Installation Ceremonies. 


The first extract consists of the few well chosen words with which 
our President Raymond Reisler presented our beloved Past President, 


Lynn G. Goodnough, a Scroll on behalf of all the members of the 
Association. 


“The President: Now, the next item of business is an item that 
can hardly be called duty, because when duty coincides with pleasure, it is 
pleasant, indeed, and tonight at this juncture in the program, duty not 
only coincides with pleasure but it affords me a very welcome oppor- 
tunity to express a warm and sincerely-felt sentiment on the occasion 
of our tribute to your distinguished past president, Lynn G. Goodnough. 


I count myself fortunate in having Lynn Goodnough as a friend, 
one whom I consider a real friend, whose companionship I enjoy, whose 
counsel I respect, but I count myself doubly fortunate because I have 
had Lynn Goodnough as my immediate predecessor in the presidency 
of this Association, and his ability and his industry in the conduct of 
the affairs of the Association, his conscientious devotion to them, as 
well as his carefully considered innovations, have resulted in his turning 


over the reins to me with the Association in not only good but flourishing, 
successful, active condition. 


Lynn’s lawyer-like qualities, his integrity, his very great conscien- 
tiousness, his dignity, all tempered by good humor and good fellowship, 
have served our Association very well for many years. I am sure we 
all agree that we are greatly in his debt if only for one aspect of 
that service, and that was the tremendously taxing task that he performed 
in serving as Chairman of the House Committee during the extensive 
alterations that gave us this beautiful. meeting room in which we are 
gathered this evening.

Lynn, I hope that this scroll will remind you for many years 
to come of our gratitude and of our esteem. (Applause.)”

It is equally appropriate to record an extract from the remarks of 
Hon. Maximilian Moss in installing our President, Raymond Reisler. 


Surrogate Moss : 


“T have often said that I regard the office of President of a Bar 
Association as one of the great achievements of a professional life. The 
honor is equal to any which may thereafter come to him. It gives one 
a distinction separate and apart from other lawyers, regardless of how 
high the others may be considered in private professional attainments. 

This high regard is particularly justified with respect to President 
Raymond Reisler. In selecting him, you have chosen a hard-working, 
hard-hitting, conscientious, able and learned lawyer. Your President 
has been in active practice for more than thirty years since his graduation 
from Cornell and Columbia Law School, but he believed that law is 
a totality of everything legal, so everything came within his orbit, 
Chairman on Unlawful Practice of the Law, Chairman of the Group 
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Insurance Committee, Chairman Group Arbitration Panel, Chairman 
Joint Conference Committee with the Brooklyn Real Estate Board, 
Chairman Membership Committee and the Unlawful Practice Committee 
of the New York State Bar Association—and I am not telling you of 
the many important posts in the American Bar Association. 

Now, notice the many chairmanships. Anyone having known this 
could easily have prophesied that this day would come with Reisler as 
President of the Brooklyn Bar Association. He showed his worth too 
often to be let alone, and soon he was sought after as a guest speaker 
on occasions too numerous to mention. If one was needed for the 
Convention of the New Jersey State Bar Association at Atlantic City, 
or at the Convention of the American Bar Association at Atlanta, Georgia, 
or Memphis, Tennessee, or any place in the country, Raymond Reisler 
would always be the choice and would be there. 

Similarly, at the Estate Planning Council of Rhode Island, in 
Providence, or the Rockland County Bar Association, territories meant 
nothing to him, places all over the country called him and there he went. 

Such distinction necessarily brings calls from law schools, and there, 
too, he answered the call, because he has been a guest speaker and guest 
lecturer on many occasions at law schools. Such distinctions also bring 
recognition in official capacities. Assistant United States Attorney Gen- 
eral. Special Hearing Officer of the Department of Justice, which is 
tantamount to judicial office; Deputy Assistant Attorney General of 
New York; Chief Assistant Counsel of the Brooklyn Judicial Inquiry. 
And many others. 

Such a person invariably, too, is found to be a writer, and I have 
been given many publications carrying articles of your President. 

His Alma Mater, Cornell, understandably has taken him to its heart. 
He is a member of the Board of Governors of the Cornell Alumni Asso- 
ciation of New York, member of the Cornell University Council, which 
I understand is equivalent to the Board of Overseers of Harvard College. 
He is all over Cornell, in everything. Raymond also illustrates the truth 
that law seems to be the only profession whose members are so variously 
endowed that they combine all other professions and businesses in them- 
selves, whether they are public or private. In this category we find our 
President to be the National President of Sigma Alpha Mu Fraternity, 
Vice President of the Williamsburgh “Y,”’ and President of the Lions 
Club, a business organization, of downtown Brooklyn. 

If I were Raymond, and as a friend were to advise him, I would 
tell him not to join any organizations, or I would say that, if he does, 
he is foredoomed to being its President. Talent will out. 
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In the American Bar Association, in the. New York State Bar 
Association, in his service to his profession throughout the nation, Mr. 
Reisler has brought great glories not only to himself, but to the Brooklyn 
Bar Association, because everywhere he goes as an officer of the Brooklyn 
Bar Association, and I am confident that as President he will carry 
on with the work of the Association energetically and yet with dignity 
and humility. 

In the years of Mr. Reisler’s incumbency, new horizons must neces- 
sarily emerge for Bar Associations as well as new challenges, and I am 
confident that these will be met by your new President with courage 
and fortitude and independence of mind. 

And with all of that I say it is a great and distinct pleasure and 
privilege to me to install in your name, as you have asked me to, your 
new President, Mr. Raymond Reisler.”

BANKRUPTCY 


“Practice Before the Bankruptcy Court” is the title of a short article 
by Joseph J. Rifkind, Referee in Bankruptcy for the United States 
District Court for the Southern District of California, in the “American 
Bar Association Journal”, October 1960, volume 46, number 10, pp 1067- 
1069. Taking as his thesis a plea for counsel generally to manifest 
no hesitancy in undertaking any type of bankruptcy matter, Referee 
Rifkind attempts to pin-point some salient high lights in this rather 
restricted area of law practice. Among these are “procedure in Bank- 
ruptcy Court”, “Substantive Law Applicable to Bankruptcy”, “State 
Law and the Bankruptcy Court”, “Status of the Referee in Bankruptcy” 
and “Jurisdiction and Affirmative Judgments”. 


Although he recognizes the existence of the “bankruptcy specialist”, 
the author urges the general practitioner to wade in, sop up the Federal 
Rules of Civil Procedure, the Bankruptcy Act of 1938 (Chandler Act), 
General Orders and Official Forms promulgated by Section 30 of the 
Act, and prosecute or defend bankruptcy cases without leaning too 
heavily on the expert for support. Included in a formidable array of 
matter which the learned Referee seemingly signifies as procedures easily 
adaptable by general practitioners are “application for leave to foreclose 
a deed of trust”, “petition for reclamation of property sold under condi- 
tional sales contract”, “petition for restitution of premises”, “application 
or resisting application for injunctions”, to mention only a few. After 
reading the “punch line”’—‘no general practitioner . . . should hesitate 
to undertake the usual bankruptcy matter’—the neophyte may feel 
encouraged to jump right into that big bankruptcy matter; the seasoned 
veteran may sense his smile change to a smirk. 


INCOME TAX 


When are scholarship and financial fellowship grants deemed to be 
“gifts”, when are they considered to be “compensation”? From the tax 
angle why did the Tax Court treat as taxable income, payments made 
by the Veterans Administration to enable a physician to take training 
in psychiatry at a VA hospital but held non-taxable a monthly stipend 
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paid to a nurse engaged in a similar program at a State university? The 
answers to these and similar problems may be found in the November 
1960 issue of “The Journal of Taxation”, volume 13, number 5, pp 272- 
275, in a brief article entitled, “IRS’ use of Gift v. Compensation Test 
Delays Practical Fellowship Income Rule” by Professor Donald H. 
Gordon of Wayne State University School of Law. 


In lieu of the traditional methods employed by the Internal Revenue 
Service to distinguish between “compensation” and “gift” in this field, 
Professor Gordon urges a more realistic approach to the problem in the 
light of the enactment of Section 117 of the 1954 Code. Among the 
conditioning factors advocated by the writer for a determination of the 
proper “label” for tax purposes are the following: motive (encouragement 
of worth-while scientific scholarship) ; relationship (absence of control 
over activity) ; economic function (increase in knowledge, not production 
of wealth); status of payor and recipient (absence of familial status) ; 
need of the recipient; social value judgment, for example, “importance 
of well trained teachers and scientists to national survival”. 


PENOLOGY 


” “ce 


“Trigger happy”, “feeling high”, “hopped-up”, are only a few of 
the oft-repeated “excuses” given by adults as well as juveniles found 
guilty of the commission of atrocious crimes in recent times. Is con- 
viction followed by jail sentence the ultimate answer of society to the 
problem of punishment with its many ramifications of readjustment and 
rehabilitation? Thomas J. McHugh, former New York State Com- 
missioner of Correction writing in “The Catholic Lawyer” Vol. 6, No. 3 
(Summer 1960) pages 180-190, gives his readers the benefit of his vast 
experience in conferring with and counseling thousands of prisoners. 
In his interesting article, “Punishment and the Correctional Field”, he 
discredits the traditional contention that segregation or incarceration alone 
have any lasting effect on the protection of society since “ninety-seven 
percent of those imprisoned return eventually to the community”. 


This illuminating study explores the serious impact of prison upon 
the released convict, his family and society in the light of the major 
forms of correctional treatment employed in this country: prison, parole, 
probation. Designating probation as the method providing the greatest 
hope for lasting results, Mr. McHugh deplores the inadequate staffing 
problems and the failure of the community to recognize and accept this 
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method with proper supervision as the best means of readjusting the 
individual to a constructive life. 


TORTS 


More than sixty years have elapsed since our Court of Appeals in 
Mitchell vs. Rochester Railway Co. (1896) 151 N. Y. 107 uttered its 
classic pronouncement: “No recovery can be had for injuries sustained 
by fright occasioned by the negligence of another, where there is no 
immediate personal injury”. Recent decisions indicate the weakening 
if not the ultimate elimination of the “impact” rule. Of particular 
interest is the decision by Walter R. Hart, Justice, in Supreme Court, 
Special Term, Kings County, (March 15, 1960) Mitran vs. Williamson, 
21 Misc. 2d 106; 197 N.Y.S. 2d 689, denying motion to dismiss complaint 
in an action by a female plaintiff to recover damages for humiliation, 
mental, nervous and bodily distress as the result of defendant’s alleged 


solicitation for illicit intercourse and in sending obscene photographs of 
himself to her. 


Designating the wrongful conduct in the Mitran case as a “new tort” 
albeit with ancient roots, Thomas F. Lambert, Jr., contributes a com- 
prehensive resumé entitled “Intentional Infliction of Mental Suffering— 
A New Tort” in “The Plaintiff’s Advocate” Vol. 4, No. 1 (July 1960) 
pages 49-62. Many interesting cases and law review articles are brought 
to the attention of the practitioner interested in concrete evidence of the 
departure from the “impact” rule and the application by the courts of 


the principles of the “new tort’”— intentional infliction of extreme mental 
cruelty.

REGULATIONS OF THE STATE OF NEW YORK 


The first volume of a new official compilation of the Codes, Rules 
and Regulations of the departments and agencies, State of New York, 
has now been received and placed on our library shelves. 


The Bar of this State has long sought a publication of administra- 
tive rules and regulations, efficient in format and timely in publishing 
the rules as they are issued. 


The new compilation will be a loose leaf set of about 20 volumes. 
Each volume will cover several state departments, taking the depart- 
ments in alphabetical order. Following the first volume, others will 
appear periodically. It is expected that the set will be completed within 
a year. Monthly supplements will be issued so that all rules and regu- 
lations will be published within a month after they are promulgated. 
The monthly mailings will commence for all volumes as they are pub- 
lished, even while the set is being completed.

CRIMINAL PROCEDURE IN NEW YORK—by Lloyd L. Paperno 
and Arthur Goldstein, 844 pages, Acme Book Company. 


We had such immediate use for this legal tool that we almost forgot 


to report it out of committee. What greater recommendation can we 
give? 


Peculiar to a criminal litigation are the inexorable stages that a 
prosecution must take beginning with an arrest. Each stage is fraught 
with snares for the defense as well as the People. This work unsnares 
many of these entanglements by simple forth-right discussion. The lead 
cases are abundantly cited on seemingly every important aspect with 
which counsel must cope. 


The ’phone rings and a client says he’s been arrested. What to do? 


By no means engage him in a lengthy recital for the simple reason 
that he may be over-heard. Merely, obtain his name and place of deten- 
tion and tell him to talk to no one including his friends and relatives. 
The accused should reveal nothing to the police except his name and 
address. 


The fore-going is cited to demonstrate how immensely practical is 
the volume. 


In litigation, other than criminal, a Bill of Particulars is demanded 
as a matter of course. Not so in criminal law. Proceed very carefully. 
It is possible that the items demanded may point to some vital phase of 
the defense which would otherwise go unnoticed by the prosecution. 


“Examination is waived”, is a cry often heard. But one wonders 
why this right is so often fore-gone by counsel when one considers the 
numerous advantages of a preliminary examination as delineated by the 
writers. But here again a stratagem is employed by veteran criminal 
lawyers. Examination is waived if the District Attorney has proof in 
his possession which he may not have at the trial. For example, if some 
of the witnesses who live outside of the state are about to depart there- 
from. 


We have here what may become the leading manual in its field. Not 
only because of its ready and authoritative reference material, but because 
it also contains those help-meets of help-meets, the forms. 
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Federal law, where apropos, is taken into account. Further, diver- 
gences between Federal and State law are placed in apposition. In 
Costello v. U. S., 350 U. S. 359 the court sustained an indictment obtained 
on hearsay evidence. But there is not even a trend in that direction in 
the state courts where only legal evidence may support an indictment.

CORPORATIONS—Eugene R. Canudo, 41 pages, Gould Publications. 


To the young law student aspiring to the legal profession the one 
obstacle more awesome to him than Mt. Everest is the Bar Examination. 
Any weapon or tool to help the embattled warrior is certainly a blessing. 
Mr. Canudo in preparing his booklet on corporations has indeed given 
this student’s cause some powerful ammunition. 


This booklet is far from a complete work on corporations as the 
author admits in his preface. However, it does have features which 
make it one of the best which I have read in the review booklet field. 
The author has refused to try to make this a complete reference work 
in a review booklet form. This is usually done by unconnected italicized 
captions with cases cited following the caption. The reader of this type 
booklet usually has no idea of what the course is about unless he has a 
library behind him to check the references. Mr. Canudo has many cases 
and statutes cited but only after the point he has tried to make is under- 


standable by itself. The references are used as a supplement as I think 
they should be. 


The booklet itself is divided into seven chapters. The first and sec- 
ond cover definitions and the meaning of corporate existence. Chapters 
three and four explain domestic and foreign corporations, the require- 
ments of each and the liabilities of the corporations, their stockholders 
and directors. The three remaining chapters cover domestic business 
corporations and their dissolution. 


The booklet is highly adaptable to use for law school and bar review 
purposes. It might also be used as a ready reference for a practicing 
attorney who does not ordinarily handle corporate matters. It would be 
in such instance a happy refresher.

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COMMITTEE ON MEMORIALS 


JULIUS APPELBAUM, former president of our Association, died 
of a heart attack in Miami, Florida, on May 4, 1960, at the age of 64. 


Julius received his legal education at New York Law School from 
which he obtained his LLB degree and was admitted to practice in the 
Second Department on March 14, 1917. However, the threat of war 
prompted him to join the United States Marine Corps, where he served 
in 1917-1918, and thereafter he was transferred to the Judge Advocate 
General’s staff of the United States Army. He returned to practice after 
World War I, and in the years that followed he attained prominence in 
the field of trial and appeal work. 


He was admitted to the Association in 1931 and became active in a 
number of its committees. He served as chairman of the Committee on 
Supplementary Proceedings from 1932-1935; he was a member of the 
Special Committee on the United States Supreme Court. In 1938 he was 
chairman of the Committee on the State Constitutional Convention; in 
1951 he was chairman of the Committee for the erection of a new 
Supreme Courthouse. Between 1949 and 1951 he was president of the 
Association. Between 1951 and 1956 he was a delegate to the Joint 
Committee of the New York City Bar Associations and a representative 
at the American Bar Association Meeting. He acted as trustee of the 
Association from 1951 to the time of his death. 


It is rather in the field of public service that he achieved prominence. 
In 1919, following the turmoil of the war, Julius joined the Advisory 
Council of the Mayor’s Committee on rent profiteering. In the depression 
years when defects in the law relating to judgment-debtors became ap- 
parent, upon him fell the responsibility of preparing Article 45 of the 
Civil Practice Act governing supplementary proceedings, which was 
enacted into law in 1935. Later he performed a masterly job of statutory 
draftsmanship when he wrote the Court of Claims Act which became 
law in 1939. In 1937 he wrote the majority report of the Special Com- 
mittee on United States Supreme Court proposal of President Roosevelt 
for the packing of the court in opposition to the President’s contemplated 
action. In 1951 Julius Appelbaum, as a member of the Special Committee 
of the American Bar Association to study Communist Tactics, Strategy 
and Objectives, came to public attention through the published findings 
of the committee which resulted in revealing the methods employed by 
communists in infiltrating government and industry. 
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He had many interests. From 1951 to the time of his death he 
was chairman of the Lay Advisory Board of the Kings County Hospital 
Center. He was a member of the National Conference of Bar Associa- 
tion Presidents, the New York State Conference of Bar Association 
Presidents, the Executive Council from 1952-1953, the New York State 
Bar Association and of various committees thereof, the New York County 
Lawyers’ Association, the American Judicature Society, the Society for 
Medical Jurisprudence, the Lawyers Club (New York), the American 
Legion, Old Glory Post, Trustee of Library Associates of Brooklyn Col- 
lege, the National Civil Service Association, the Legal Aid Society and 
B’nai B’rith. 

He leaves surviving two daughters, Annetta Duveen and Joan Ahrens, 
four sisters and two brothers. 


The range of his activities was wide, his interest constant; he gave 
unstintingly of his time and labor to the causes he espoused and worked 
tenaciously to obtain the goals he set. He truly exemplified the lawyer’s 
great capacity for public service.

CHARLES SNOW died on June 6, 1960 at his home, 64 Dorchester 
Road, Rockville Center, New York. He was 58 years old. 


Born in New York City on February 24, 1902 he attended Brooklyn 
Law School receiving his law degree in 1925. He was admitted to the 
New York Bar in the Second Department on November 19, 1926. He 
established a reputation as a specialist in condemnation matters and real 
estate law. Mr. Snow was counsel to the Jackson Heights Savings & 
Loan Association and the American Savings & Loan Association. 


He joined the Association on October 23, 1947. He was also a 
member of New York State Title Association, Brooklyn Real Estate 
Board, Unity Club of Nassau County and Central Synagogue of Nassau 
County. 


Surviving are his wife, Esther Snow, a daughter Civia Snow, a 
brother and three sisters. 


Mr. Snow was known by members of the Bar as a person of im- 
peccable integrity and was highly regarded for his skill in the field of 
his specialty. 
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JUDGE CARMINE J. MORASCO died on July 2, 1960. He was 
69 years old and resided at 1169—83rd Street, Brooklyn, New York. 


Born April 26, 1891 in Manhattan, he attended Fordham Preparatory 
School and later St. John’s College, now Fordham University, from 
which he was graduated in 1911. He studied law at Fordham Law 
School from which he received his law degree in 1916. He was admitted 
to the New York Bar in the First Department in 1917. 


Judge Morasco entered politics while still a law student, having been 
elected to the Assembly in 1915 at the age of 24 years. His political 
career was a long and successful one. He served two additional terms 
in the Assembly and was elected to the State Senate in 1941, serving 
until 1944 when he was elected a Judge of the Kings County Court to 
which he was re-elected in 1958. 


When he was engaged in practice he specialized in criminal law. 
He was a member of the legal staff of the New York State Constitu- 
tional Foundation from 1937 to 1939. 


Judge Morasco joined the Association on December 23, 1942. He 
was also a member of the Kings County Criminal Bar Association, 
Brooklyn-Manhattan Trial Counsel Association and New York State 
Bar Association. 


For his devotion to and accomplishments in charity endeavors he 
was named a Knight of St. Gregory by the late Pope Pius XII in 1949. 
He was also a member of the Grand Street Boys Association, Fordham 
University Alumni Association, Columbian Association, Knights of 
Columbus, Holy Name Society and the Bikur Cholim Visiting Sick 
Society of Brooklyn. 


Surviving are his wife, Mrs. Marie Scavetta Morasco, four sisters 
and a brother. 


Judge Morasco was beloved by all those who came before him and 
revered by his fellow-members of the Bench. He brought to the Criminal 
Bench not only his vast experience as a criminal lawyer but also an 
understanding and respect of the dignity of man.
